REPORT REGARDING Tile ACCUSED "S.NACAT 


AT SOEMBA, from MAY 15th to gpn 


ee a ae ee 


Under the Japanese Commandant "JUNTHARA" at WATIGAPOE, the Japanese 
anverprater "S, NAGATA" in the beginning held the function of Civil Ad- 
ministrator in the Island of SOHISA. He spoke the Malay lenguage rather 
flucntly and pro-var he presumably lived at MALANG for several years, 


By his orders, tho Europeans in SCEIBA and the 2 Americans who live 
thore, in total 30 persons, rc ‘ecived solitary confinement in the prison at 
W.TDIGAPOE, and 55 yowon and childron wore cramped in tho "passanggrahen" 
at WATNGAPOE, which building contained only 3 bedrooms, an inner-hall and 
a dining room, Food was not supplied by the Japanese, everything had to 
be bought by the prisoners and propared at hone, 
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Private moneys, possessions and food-stocks were seined by or on 
ordors of "S, HAGATA", most probably in co-operation with the Japanese 
HJUNTHARA", Fortunately the womon had some monoy with them and the 30 men 
had together approx, £:900,~e Of this amount about £.300,~ was stolen one 
night by a couple of Japenese guards on duty. 


By ordors of "S, NAGATA" all tho Europeans hore, had to make a state- 
ment of private emounts of monoy and possessions, whereafter the money was 
seized, Many valuaklo articles disappeared into the pockets of said "S, 
NAGATA" and in those of the Japanese Commandant and his assistants, Silver 
forks and spoons wore recently found at the house of a Savoenese woman in 
the village of KAMBANIROZ; they had boon presented to her by "S. NAGATA", 


Morcovor "S, NAGATA was a sadist. Once or twice a weok in the period 
from May 20th until July 10th 1942, he entered the prison between 20,00 hrs. 
and 24,00 hrs. accompanicd by some soldicrs, in order to thrash 5 to 10 
twhites" with rice-poundors and big bamboo sticks. Nearly all of us were 
once thrashed in this fashion. Whon the victim lost consciousness, buckets 
of water wore throw over his body to revive him, some final strokes were 
inflicted upon him and thercafter the man vas pormittcd to return to his 
ecll, It was always "S, NAGATA" who organized theso maltrcatments, First 
ho held a sceret convorsation with the Japanese soldicrs who accompanicd 
him, then he laughed aloud after vhich thrashing commenced. TI wonder that 
arms and legs wore not broken during those maltreatmonts. An Amorican air- 
mon, "HATES," had 2 ribs broken as a rosult of maltreatment. 


Tho Military Surgeon "van HASSELT" and Lt. "SCHUDDEBEURS" incurred 
bruises, so that for days they were not ablo to walk ond I mysclf partially 
fractured my left arm and was unablo to use it for five weeks. Natives too, 
wore beaten black and blue with "aloes or rice-pounders, In June we saw a 
Socmbanose, who had been carricd into the prison and put in a cell, groaning 
with pain and with open wounds all ovor his body. 


thor native prisoners received a small portion of under-done djagocng 
(Indian corn) only once a day, Thoy had to live and to york on this poor 
food. More crucltics were inflicted upon the natives in SOEMBA by said 
"S, NAGATA, " 


Tho abovo-mcntioned facts wore vritnessed by me and I am willing to 
Goclare this on oath, Against "S, NAGATA" thore is a fierce hatred among 
the native population and also among nearly all the officials and it is 
universally hoped and cxpected that this sadist will be sentenced and 
punished, if possible, in SOEMBA,
